to protect tile A m erican people troiu their government 
and their public officials.

Obviously these provisions were not p lated in the 
GLEANED BY 
SCRIBES ¡(^ onstitution to enlarge the p owers oi the public o|fi< lals, 
but to restrict and limit such authority. 
I he Constitution was written by men personally 
acquainted with high-handed, tyrannical, one man gov 
ernments. 
1 he great underlying anxiety ol tin* C on 
gressional discussions was that too much powei be placed 
m the national government, too much authority in the 
hands ot the I ’resident. 
1 hese men incorp orated some ot the most ingenious 
and well reasoned devices which mankind e vn evolved 
for keep ing the public, and 
n o t the government, the 
master. 
I he success of these devices is easily demon 
strated by remembering that our form ol government has 
operated more successfully and with less modification 
than that of any other large nation. 
1 he principle used by the Constitution is that ot 
checks and balances. It is no coincidence, but part ot a 
definite plan, that every branch of government and every 
high public o tfic rial, whether President, (..» overnor, ( on 
gressman or Judge is restricted in functions. 
I he I ederal government is "checked and balanced* 
by authority retained by the states. 
Neither State

nation is sup rem e— they share the responsibilities. 
As for the President, he enjoys immense p owers as 
the Chief Executive; but he is after all no more than 
the administrator of the laws which Congress passes, as 
interp reted by the judiciary. 
I le is restrained

now current in certain political discussions is the* one; 
w hich says the .Am erican form ot governm ent is 
onfused 
and contradictory— that it 
impedes public of!ands in 
jcarryin g out program s bv leaving them too much re 
stricted by other branches of governm ent 
I 'residents com plain that Congress won t let them do 
w hat they wish, that the courts puncture then bubbles. 
I he national governm ent finds itself curbed b\ 
Slates' 
Rights. 
C riticism of this sort is directed at a feature w hich 
is not a blemish in the C onstitution, but one ot its greatest 
sources of strength. 
I he provisions art* not accidental, but intentional; 
they are not haphazard, hut system atic 
I hey have a pin 
pose; a useful and im portant purpose. 
I hat purpose* is 
to protect the .Am erican people from {heil Rovernm ent 
and their public officials. 
O b vio u sly these provisions were not placed tit the 
C onstitution to enlarge the powers ot the public officials,, 
but to restrict and limit such authority 
I he ( onstitution was w ritten by men person.illy 
acquainted w ith high-handed, tyrannic al, one man gov 
ernments.
